[5] The ftory of The les che Athenian, who ſometimes. coming out of Greece, con- 
vers dwith Artaxerxes, &c. This Themiftocles-was a perſon of great eminency amongſt, 
the Athenians, who having ſpent his youth in Luxury, and. Extravagancy, atroned for 
che ſame by the great Virtue of his riper years : far he firſt fortified that famous Har- 
bour Pireexs, and afterwards overcame the Perſians in.a Sea-Engagement at Salamines. 
Plutarch ( who hath written his Life at large ) ſaith, that none. of the. Greeks excell'd 
him, and few equaliz'd him, Now the Story which Philofratxs here mentions concern- 
ing him, is, this: That Themifocles being falfly accuſed by the Athenians, for joyning 
with Paxſanias in a Conſpiracy to aflift the Perſians againſt their own. Country, was 
forced tofſave his Life by flying into Perfis, where by Artaxerxes Longimanus (the then 
King ) he was honourably receiv'd, and: bountifully entertaind, wages Far Cities 
given him, one for Bread, another for Wine, anda third for Victuals ; to which ſome add: 
two more for Cloarhs and Linen ; and that afterwards he diced a naturaldeath at Magneſia. 
However, others write, that Themiſtocles being unable to perform his promiſe to the King, 
of conquering Greece, ( which by this time had Cimon, and many other experienced Cap- 
tains amongſt them ) poyſoned himſelf for grief. Bur of this ſee more in Platarch, Cor- 
nelins Nepos, Thucyaiades, and Valerius Maxims. 

Now for as. much as in this Chapter, (and elſewhere in this Book ) are written the 
Lives of ſome of the Perſian and Grecian Monarchs, it may not be improper to giye youa, 
compendious Account of the Succeſſion of the four Monarchies, which ( although I de- 
ſign for a diftin& Treatiſe hereafter by it ſelf, ina general Body of Hiſtory, if Life, Health, 
and Peace, will permit me ) may nevertheleſs at this time prove uſefull to ſuchas read the 
foregoing part of this Chapter. Know then, that Hiſtory is the Commemoration of things 
paſt, with the due Circumftances of Time and Place, in diſtinct Diſtances, Intervals, Pe- 
riods, or Dynaſties, by lincal Deſcents, for the more ready help of, Memory and Applica--

"For thus Hiſtorians-have ever divided the Series of prophahe Story into theſe four Em- 
pires, ' calted the 4ſhrien, the Perſian, the Grecian, and the Ronay. As for the firſt of 
theſe; 'viz,"the Aſjries Monarchy, it was firſt begun by Vimred, and deftroy'd by Cy= 
r#s'; as for what paſſed before the beginning of this Empire, we have no other account 
but in ſacred Writ, wherewith ſince every one either is or ought tobe already acquaint- 
ed, I ſhall 'take no further notice of it in this place, 'We. read therefore that after the 
Diviſiorof the Earth, '/Nimred .( the Son of C-xſp, and Nephew of Cham ) fixed his Seat. 
at' Babel, and therein firſt began thatKingdom or Empire, which was call'dby ſome the 
Babylonian, from Babel, .the place of the King's Court or Reſidence by others the Chan 
dean, from the Countrey Chaldes, wherein the City Babylon was ſeated; and by others 
the Aſjrian, from Aſezr, the Son of Sem, who is call'd by prophane Authors, Nize; 
and whom 7«#:n out of Trogus would have to be the firſt Founder of this Empire, as alſo 
the firſt King that made War upon his Neighbours. 7«ftin, lib. x. Now as this Vy 
was at firſt inſtituted by Nimrod or Belxs, (which from 7ulizs Africanns and the 
Authors I find to be the ſame) ſo was it enlarged by Ninws and his Wife Semiramis,' ind 
whoſe-time it was at the height of glory and grandeur; for afterwards by reaſon of the 
effeminacy of its Princes it declined, till by the ruine and fall of that Monſter, Sardane- 
pains, ( who was Mars ad oprs Veneris, Martis ad arma Venus?) the Empite became di- 
vided between thoſe two Rebels, Arbaces and Belochss, in whoſe Succefſfions it laſted; 
till by the death of Belſhazzar, laſt King of the Babyloniens, and of Derivs, laſt King of 
the Medes, the whole Empire was again united, and fo deſcended upon Cyris the Great; 
who began the ſecond Empire of the Medes and Perſians. This firſt Empire, in the 
year of the World, 1788. it laſted 1646 years, and was ſubyerted or tranſlated into Per- 
fia in the year of the World, 3434.

As for the third Empire or Monarchy, which immediately took its riſe from the fall of 
the ſecond, it is called the Grecian or Macedonian Monarchy, from itsfirſt Founder Alex- 
ander the Great, who was of Macedon, and a Grecian born : for he having overcome 
 Darins, the laſt King of the Perſcans, firſt eſtabliſh'd this third Monarchy of Greece, in 
the year of the World, 3642. ante Chriſti Nat. 2329. This Dominion of Alexander's ex- 
cell'd all others that had been before; for. that having annex'd the Kingdoms of Media 
and Perfia to his own Empire of Greece, he in the ſpace of twelve years rendred himſelf 
almoſt Maſter of the whole Univerſe. Bur this third and Grecian Monarchy laſted nor 
long in this united flouriſhing condition ; for Alexander dying without Sons, and leav- 
ing his Dominions, 7s xegri, to the worthieſt, occaſion'd many Competitors, every 
one in his own eſteem claiming a ſhare, till after many ſharp Conteſts amongſt them, four 
_ of the moſt eminent ſhared the Empire between themſelves, dividing ir into four Dyna- 

ſties or Kingdoms, viz. the Kingdom of Aacedon, the: Kingdom of fiat Adinor, 'the- 
Kingdom of Syria, and the Kingdom of Egypt : all which were in proceſs of time redu- 
ced to the Roman Yoke. 1. Afia Minor was conquer'd by the Romans, when Antiochus - 
the Great was vanquiſh'd by Z. Scipio the Proconſul ; who for that Vitory was ever af- 
ter call'd Afiaticas : 7aſtin, lib. 31. and Livy, lib. 37.. '2: The Romans ſubdued AMacr- 
don, when Paulus /Emylins the Roman Conful took Perſexs ( the laſt King of Macedonia) 
Priſoner, which was 4. 24. 3803. and about 156 years after the death of Alexander 
the Great. 3. The Romans conquer'd Syria, when Tigranes was defeated by Pompey, 
which was 260 years after the death of Alexander. M, Zuſtin, Plutarch, Livg.' 4. and 
laſtly, Jugnitus Ceſar added the Kingdom of e£gypt to the Roman Empire, upon his. 
Victory over Anthony and Cleopatra, reducing it into the formofa Province,: which hap-_ 
. pen'd 294, years after Alexander's death. Plutarch in Anton. Polems, lib. 3. ch.8. So as 
this Grecian Monarchy laſted compleatly zoo years ;- that is to ſay, from the death of 
Alexander the Great, to the death of Cleopatra, 294 years; as Ptolemy writes ; where- 
unto if 6 more are added for the Reign of Alexander, from the death of Darizs Codo-.

ceſſion as well of Empires, 8s Kings at firſt obtaind, a man will find himſelf at a great 
loſs when he reads any one Prince's Life, which generally relates to former Occurrences, 
whereof he is ignorant ; as alſonot ſo well able to digeft and remember what he then 
reads. To be firſt well acquainted with the Riſe, Progreſs, Declenfſion, and final Subver- 
ſion of an Empire, is above all things the greateſt help to him that ſhall afterwards read 
the Lives of itsſeveral Princes ; he that knows how the firſt 4ſrian Monarchy was 
founded by Nimrod, enlarged by Ninzs and Semirams, divided uponthe death of Sards- 
napalus, and deſtroy'd by Cyrns, may afterwards launch with pleaſure and confidence 
into the Chronicles of that firſt Monarchy. He that underſtands how Cyr#s by the defeat 
of Belſazer, and by his Uncle Darius Medus's death, poſleſſed himſelf of the whole {4- 
ſyrian and Babylonian Monarchy, and tranſlating the ſameinto Perſia, did there begin the 
ſceend Mofgrchy ; how Cyras's Family extinguiſhing in his Son Cambyſes, Darins w 4- 
ſpes won the Empire by his Horfe's neighing 3 andihow ircontinued in his Family, till by 
Darins Codomanus's Luxury, this ſecond Monarchy was ſubverted and tranſlated into 


Greece by Alexander the Great, ftidll very eafily acquainthim(clf with all other parts - 
riie 
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the Perſian Story. Alſo he that is at firſt 2cquainted with the beginning of this third Gre. 
cian Monarchy, by Alexander the Great his ViAtory over Darixs, with the diviſion of the 
ſame by his death into four ſeveral Kingdoms, and how cach- of thoſe four Kingdoms 
were afterwards ſubdued by the Romans, will be able the mpre eaſily to inform himſelf 
not only of the ſeveral Decays and final Ruine of the third Empire, but likewiſe of. the 
many Advances which the Romans made to the fourth, till at laſt it began under {alins 
Caſar, andexrended its firſt Period to Conſtantive the Great. $0 that nothing isa greater 
help to an Hiſtorian, than a right underſtanding of the ſeveral Deſcents and Falls of one 
Monarchy into another, which method being ſo uſeſul, brief, and new, I hope may not 
prove leſs beneficial to others than to my ſelf. Yet nevertheleſs, ſince Idefign this but 
as an aſſiſtance to their reading. the Hiſtories art large, thoſe who are ſo minded may 
pleaſe for the firſt 4ſ7;an Monarchy, beſides the Scriptures, to peruſe Foſephns, Dipdo- 
rus Siculus, and Faſtin, the Epitomizer of Trogss ; other ancient Authors there were 
who treated of thoſe Times, as Creſias, Beroſus, and Megaſthenes, whereof we have now 
only ſome few fragments remaining in Photixs and Zoſephus ; unleſs you will give credit 
to that counterfeit Monk Annixs Firerbienfis, who hath impoſed upon the World his own 
Impoſtures under the Names of Beroſzs, Creſias, MegaFthenes, and other ancient Writers, 
For the ſecond Monarchy which was called the Perſian, they may read Herodotss, 
wherein he that diſtinguiſhes berween what he delivers of his own knowledge, and what 
from the report of others, ſhall not be deceiv'd: let them alſo read Thacydides, who 
faithfully delivers an Account of the Peloponeſian War, which happen'd in his own Time : 
neither muſt that great Captain, Philoſopher, and Hiſtorian, Xenophon, be omitted, nor- 
withſtanding his Hiſtory of Cyr#s ſeems rather to be a political Romance,and Character of 
what a Prince ſhould bz, than the true Hiſtory of what Cyrus really was : alſo Platarch, 
Diodorus, and Zuſtin, muſt be again inſpected for this ſecond Monarchy. * Now for the 
third and Grecian Monarchy, <Arianus Nicomedienſis and Quintus Cartins muſt be peruſed, 
as treating altogether of the Deeds of Alexander ; allo Platarch, Juſtin; Polybins, and 
Diodorus, who treat of Alexander's Succeſiors. Laſtly, For the well under anding of 
the fourth Monarchy, which was call'd the Romay, and began under ulins Ceſar, muſt 
be read, Ceſer's Commentaries, Dionyſins Halicarnaſſens, Titus Livy, Valerius Maximmns, 
Plutarchus, Cornelins Tacitns, Plinins y canton Suectonins, Appian, Lucius Florus, Herodian, 
Dion-Caſſins, 7ulins Capitolinus, Elins Lampridins, Flavins Vopiſcus, eElins Spartianus, 
Vulcatins Gallicanus, and Ammianus Marcellinss ; not to mention ſuch Authors or Eccle- 
ſiaſtical Writers, who either wrote after Conftanrine, or intermix'd ſacred and prophane 
Story together. Now of cach of theſe four Monarchies, we have many eminent mo- 
dern Authors treat ; ſuch as the learned and venerable Primate U/ver his Annals, famous 
for Chronology ; that martial and ingenious Knight Sir Walter Rawleigh, eminent for 
his critical Learning , wherein notwithſtanding he is too prolix ; the induſtrious and 
learned Dr. Hoe/, more fameus for his Method than Style; and the learned Prideanx, 
whoſe Incroduttion to Hiſtory hath nota little benefited the Youth of this Engliſp Nation. 
But when all is done, *tis moſt ſafe and ſatisfaCtary to go tothe Fountain-head, and ſearch

F to reflect on the ſervile and obſequious Flatteries of Courtiers towards their 
Prince. - Tit Livy well obſerves, that the ſpeech of men educated in Courts is ever full 
of vain oftentation and flattery ; every man indifferently extolling the King beyond all 
the bounds of modeſty and reaſon. Dxicquid calcaverit hic, Roſa fiat. If a Prince knows 
but the four corners of the Winds, ( whereof no mean Subject is ignorant ) yet how 
greatly.is this vertue extoll'd in him, for being ſo Weather-wiſe ? If he underſtands bur 
how to ſteer a ſmall Barge or Cock-boat in a calm River, ( wherein many thouſand Tar. 


' pawlinsexcecd him) yet how greatly do tliey magnifie his wonderful skill'in Navigation ? 


If he knows but when a Fiddle is out of tune by its ſqueaking, they preſently cry him up 
for a Muſician ; if he can ride a Horſe but a foot pace, for an expert Horſeman'; and if 
he candiſtinguiſhbetween a Sign-poſt, and ſome famous /ra/zaz piece drawn by an emi- 
nent Maſter, for his great knowledge in Painting. Thus are they abuſed by the ſervile 
Wretches about them; and never ſuffer'd rocome to the knowledge of truth, What the 
King loves, they love ; and what the King does, they do, be it never ſo-mean and baſe. 
All Alexander's Followers carried their Heads fideling, as he did 3 and thoſe that flatter'd 
Dienyſms, run their Heads againſt Poſts, and tumbled over Chairs, to be thought as pur- 
blind as their Maſter, For the ſame Reaſon Afontaign writes, that he hath ſeen Deafneſs- 
affeted in the Court of France. And becauſe the King hated his Wife, Pl#tarch ſaith, the 
Courtiers (in his time ) ſued out a Divorce from theirs, although they loved them never 


' ſo well. Mithridates. pretending to skill in Phyſick, his Flatterers came about him to 


have their Members incized and cauterized by him, well knowing that when a Prince 
ſets up for Doctor, you cannot oblige him more than in becoming his Patient. Favorins 
the Philoſopher being in a Diſpute with the Emperor Adrian about the interpretation of 
ſome word, yielded the victory to the Emperor, and being ask'd why he did ſo, reply'd, 
Would you not have himwho hath the abſolute Command over thirty Legions to be wiſer than 1? 
Afiins Pollio refuſed toanſwer thoſe Verſes which Aug«Fxs had written againſt him, be- 
cauſe (ſaid he ) it i no wiſdom to contend in writing with him who may preſcribe. And they 
had reaſon ſo to doz for Dionyfxs not being able to equal Philoxenns in Poetry, or Plato 
in 
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' in Diſcourſe, condemn'd the one tothe Stone-quarry; and ſentthe other to be ſold as.a 

Slave in the Iſle of -£gine. Nevertheleſs the good wy the bad King ate hrv'd both alike z 
he that is hated, and he that is beloved, are both eqt ed bom: by thoſt about them;

Platarch ( in his Diſcourſe 
of Muſick) and Glarean (in his 2d. Book, and 1o** Ch. of his Dodecacord ) tell us, 
that the Ancients Ciſtinguiſh'd their Muſick into four Moods, deriving them from ſundry 
Countreys, for whoſe particular Genius they ſeem to have been-.at firſt contrived: Of 
theſe, the three firſt were named the Phrygian, the Lydian, and the Dorick;; which,: ac- 
cording to the opinion of PolimeSFres, and Saccadas, a Native of Argos, arefſaid to be of 
greateſt Antiquity: Now to theſe three former Sappho the Lesbian added a fourth, term'd 
the 14yxoljdian, thereby compleating the number of the four Tetrachords: ſhe called it 
the Myxohydian, becauſe it was intermixed with the Lydian: nevertheleſs, of this fome 
make Terſander, others Pythoclides the Piper, and others Lamprocles, the Inventer. Others 
there be who to theſe four have added three more, which they term Collateral, as the 
Hypodorian, ps eu and Hypephrygian ; to the end there might be ſeven correſponding 
to the number of Planets: and to al theſe Ptolomy adds an eighth, call'd the Hypermyxo- 
tydian, being ſharper and fhriller than any of the reſt.

by his grave Spondaick Songs preſerve the Chaſtity of his Wife Chtemneſtra ;-in ſo much 
that /£gyſthus could not obtain his deſires of her, -until he had murder'd the faid Muſician. 
Laſtly, As for the M4yxolydian Mood invented by Sappho, it was only fit for Tragedies, 
to move pity. and compaſlion., {gripe de Yanit. Scien.. Our modern Scale of Muſick

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their young people, by cauſing them to ſing them ; and we ſee the Rules of Grammar 
are for the ſame reaſon contriv'd into Verſe. Achilles in Homer diverted himfelf with his 
Harp, when he was at leiſure from his military Employs;' the Gally-ſlave, Plow-man, 
Garter, and Labourer, eaſe the rediouſneſs of their Toyl and Journey with finging and 
whiſtling ; Artificers and Shepherds ſweeten their Labours with Songs, and Maids ſpin 
more nimbly with the humming of an old Ballad or Song. ' The Kewmans ſung Spondaick 
Verſes whilſt they offer'd their Sacrifices;- and David danced before the Ark, all his 
" Pſalms being fitted tothe Harp, and other harmonious Inſtruments. Muſick excites both 
fadneſs and mixth ; for as Phyſick either quietsor purges the Humours of our Bodies, fo 
doth Mufick the Paſſions of the Mind. The Emperor Theodoſims was averted from deſtroy- 
ing the City of A4ztioch, by the meltodious Sonnets of little Children, inſtructed therein by 
Flavianus their Biſhop. The Prophet Eliſha cauſed the Harp to be play'd on to him, be- 
fore he propheficd the overthrow of the Afoabites ; and Michaia in the preſence of King 
Ahab refuled to propheſie, till one had firſt play'd before him on a muſical Inftrumenr. 
Mr. Osbors faith, that a handfom Woman who ſings well is-a Xonſe-Trap baited ar both 
ends : and thus we ſee Stratonice captivated Mithridates witha Song. Therefore conſide- 
ring the great influence which Muſick hath over the Minds of men, it is no ſmall policy 
in Eccleſiaſticks.to aſfign the uſe of Organs in Churches, which gets men a ſtomach to 
their devotion, whether it/be 'good or bad ;-as in an /talian Ayr, the young Ladies mind 
not the ſence and words, -but-the Muſick. Finally, The Ancients had no ſmall Venerati- 
on for Muſick, when they feign'd Apollo the God of Wiſdom, to be the God of Muſick 
too. However ſome there have been that have decry'd it ; thus Antiithenes,Scipio, eEmy- 
lius, and Cato, utterly deſpiſed this Science ; thus Alexander was reproy'd by Philip for 
ſinging, and had his Harp brokeby his Schoolmaſter Antigonus. The Egyptians (as Dio- 
dorus witnefſeth ) forbad the uſe of Muſick to their youth, 'as rendring them luxurious 
and effeminate ; alſo Ephorxs -( according to Polybins ) condemns it as an Art invented 
only todeceive and debauch men. Mr. Osborn is a great enemy to this Art, ſaying, that 
Muſick is ſo. unable to refund-for the time and coſt required to be perfect therein, as he 
cannot think it worthy any'ferious conſideration or endeavour ; the owner of that quality 
being ſtill oblig'd to the trouble of calculating the difference between the moroſe humour 
of a rigid Refuſer, and the cheap proſtituted levity and forwardneſs of a mercenary Fid- 
ler ; denial being as often-taken for pride, as a too ready compliance for oftentation,

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[7] The Wiſdom of Pythagoras ; notwithſtanding T have writren ſeveral things already 
concerning this Philoſopher,” yer give me leave in thisplace toſum up his whole Hiſtory, 
with Monſieur X4pin's CharaCterof him, which isthis: Thales and Pythagoras (faith he ) 
were the two Founders of ancient Philoſophy ; the one in Greece, the otherin Italy. Ne- 
yertheleſs there appear'd in the School of Pythagoras lomewhar more regular and better 
eſtabliſh*d, than 1n that of Thales and his Succeſlors. For as in the Doctrine of Pythage- 
74 Every thing was made myſterious ; ſo ſubmiſſion was its principal Charatter : that 
Religious Silence which with fo much rigor he impoſed upon his Diſciples, was an Art to 
procure himſelf the more reſpectful attention. The Life of that Philoſopher, as well as 
his Doctrine, is ever? at this day a great Subject of Controverſie : he was indeed a man 
of a deep reach, a quick penetrating apprehenſion, and of indefatigable-induſtry and ap- 
plication. His uſual way of teaching was by Geometry and Numbers: he explain'd ma- 
rerial and ſenſible things by Geometry, and intelleCtual by Mufick and Numbers. He 
was of too folid a Judgment, to imagine any reality in Numbers, which are bur only in- 
tentional Beings, as e{ri#o:le proves in his Metaphyſicks. It is true, he found ſo great a 
facility in explaining the perfeCtion of every thing by harmony and propottion, after 
the manner of the Egyptians, that he expreſs d himſelf no other way ; and that he made 
uſe of Numbers as mbols and Signs to teach with: and all that Science of Num- 
bers which was ſo familiar to Pyrhagoras, is ſtill to this day a kind of Myſtery, whereof 
the Secret is not very well known. /amblicas in the Life of that Philoſopher ſays, that 
he invented a Muſick proper for the Cure and quicting of the Paſſions, In his Moral Phi- 
loſophy there is nothing regular ; only fair Maxims withour Principles : his Natural Phi- 
foſophy is the ſame almoſt with that of the PlareniiFs, His Doctrine of two Principles, 
the one of good, and the other of evil, whereon the Manichees built their Faith, is falle ; 
for of real Beings there is but one real Principle: Pythagoras in Plutarch boaſts, that 
the greateſtfruit which' he had reap'd from Philofophy was, ( as his Diſciple —_ 
here does) notto wonderat any thing. :: for thar Philofophy diſcaver'd to him the cauſe 
_ of every thing, as Horace exprefies it to Numicine, Nil edmirars prope res aft uns Numich, 
Jn fine, Pythagoras had fo extraordinary, a Genius for Philolophy,. that all the..ather Phi- 
Iloſophers have gloried to ſtick to his Sentiments : Socrates and Plato have hardly an 
thing that'is $ooe but from him: And if we conſider more narrowly, we ſhall even find, 
that amongſt all other Sefts almoſt, there is ſomewhat of the Spirit of Pythagoras predo- 
minant in them, — wa 
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The King granteth to Apollonius, that he may be entertain'd by &'private

N Ow the King telling him that be was more plea! with his coming, than

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be as ſrequent with you as you pleaſe, Wherefore the King condeſcended to his Re- 
queif, to the end he might not diſpleaſe him, appointing a certain bone ana good 
Babylonian to entertain him. Now as they were at Supper, an Eunuch (one of 
the King's Meſſengers) came to them with this Meſſage to Apollonius, The King 
giveth you liberty to-ash, of him twelve Boons, ſuch as you your ſelf pleaſe, entreat- 
ing you that they may not be ſmall ones, in that he hath a defire to make known his + 
Magnificence as well to your ſelf, as to us: Apollonius commending the Meſage, 
acked him, When it would be ſeaſenable to make his Demands £ To whom the Eu- 
nuch reply'd, To morrow 5 and moreover went to all the Friends and Kinſmen of 
the King, and enjoyn'd them to be preſent with the Petitioner, a man whom the 
King ſo much honour d. But Damis ſaid, Fe under$tood that Apollonius would 
ask nothing, in that he knew his diſpoſition, and had ſometimes heard him pray to 
the Gods in this manner, O ye Gods, grant me to have a few things, and to 
ſtand in need of none ! But neverthelef, obſerving him to ſtand in a brown ſtu- 
dy, he concluded that he would ask, ſomething, and that be was then pondering 
within himſelf what it ſhould be. But Apollonius ſaid to him, 'O Damis, 1 ame 
uſing with my ſelf this evening why the Barbarians ſhould think, Eunuchs to be 
mode$?, and ſhould make uſe of them to keep Women ? I (ſaid Damis) think this 
to be manifeit even to a Child, in as much as gelding having depriv'd them of the 
faculty of Copulation, they are permitted not "only to keep Women, but even to le 
with them. Whereto Apollonius axfwer'd, Do you thinkthat gelding cutteth away 
their loving, or Copulation with Women 8 Tes, reply d Damis, for if the part be ex- 
tinguiſht that doth infuriate the whole "Body, none will be ſtricken with L ove.

Nevertheleſs the Rowan Emperors have always rejected' Exnuchs, placing them in the 
rank of thoſe that were neither Men nor Worten, as appears by Valerins Maximus,'who 
faith, that one Genztizs having gelded himſelf, was adjudged unworthy to have the be- 
nefit of a man's laſt Will and Teſtament, becauſe ( faith YValerivs ) the Tribunals of Ju- ' 
ſtice ſhould not-be- polluted with the preſence of Exnuchs; for fuch were all Cybele's 
Prieſts, whereof Genntins was one. Yal. Max: lib. 7. ch. 7. - Beſt ( lib,4- ch.4.) in-a; 
Lerter'to Simplicia, maketh a bitter InveCtive againſt ſuch z, and ſodoth Claxdia. the Poe... 
et, ( 1ib.7.'Parerg. ch. 23. ) and others,” Luitprand, Deacon . of Pavia,.tells us, that 
Theobald, "Duke of Spolero, making War,upon the Grec:aps, cut off the privy, Members. 
of all ſuch Enemies as fell into his hands, and ſo diſtniſs'd them; 'whereupon a poor Gre- 
cian Woman throwing her ſelf at the Duke's Feer, ſaid thus unto him, Os NO 
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what have we poor Women done #nto thee, that thou ſhouldit thus wage War upon us with ſuch 
extremity ?\ we are noWarriers, nor ever learn'd to handle any.other weapons than the Diſt aff 
nd Spindle : wherefore then doſt thou de prive us of our ye4g7 0 by taking away onr Huſ- 
bands inſtruments of Generation ? are there no Eyes, no Noſes, no Ears ? muſt thou needs ex- 
pend the power of thy War upon that only which. Nature bath lent us the uſe of ? Whereupon 
Theobald was ſo taken with this Womans Arguments, that he ever after forbore that kind 
of Cruelty: Dr. Brown faith, that all Caftrated Animals ( as Emnxchs, Spadoes, &c.) 
are longer lived, than thoſe which retain their Virilities. Now concerning the Luſt of 
Ennnuchs, 'whereof Apollonins here ſpeaks, there haye been many famous Examples of 
the like nature, ſufficient to verifie his Aſſertion, that Exnxchs are in Love : Favorins 
the Philoſopher; who lived in Adrian's time, 'was an Exxgch,- and yet nevertheleſs ac- 
cuſed of Adultery. So likewiſe is it reported.of the Eanxnch Bagoas, that he was actually 
taken committing Adultery ; as in the three and twentieth Chapter of this firſt Book of 
Phileftratzs, we have another Example of the like hature. Nay, 'tis a thing ſeen almoſt 
every day amongſt Horſes, 'to have Geldings cover Mares, and that to all outward a 

ce, as well as any ſtone-Horſe. But what I moſt wonder at, is a Story related b 
Sxzidas, viz, that Hermias the Exnnxch begat Pythiades ; for Galen ( lib. x5, de uſupart.) 
poſitively declares, that Exmnxchs are-altogether unapt for Generation: nevertheleſs, 
whether it be through an imperfect Caſtration, leaving ſome Fibers or ſmall Vehicles be- 
longing to thoſe parts undifſeCted, or no,''yer moſt certain it is, that ſome among them 
have had very ſtrong and amorous Inclinations : and this hath made laſciyious Women 
ever ſo fond of them : FED TOP : 
Cur tantum Ennuchos habeat tua Gellia, queris ? &£c. Martial, Epig. 
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Apollonius at firſt makes « ſhew, as if Damis had by his mg pre- 
vaitd with him to accept the King's Gifts, in that &i(chines, Plato, 
Ariſtippus, Helicoh, Phycon, Eudoxus, and Speuſippus, were lovers 
of Money : Afterwards be gravely diſpated, that Money is to be con- 
temn'd, eFþecially by a wiſe man.. 


Ow with ſuch Art did Damis allure hin not to refuſe the King's Libera« 
 lity.. But Apollonius, as taking part with him in his Reaſoning, ſaid 
to bire, O Damis, you forge: the Examples of others : among which this 
is one, that [1] AX(chines, the Sor of Lyſanias, ſailed into Sicily to [27] Dio- 
nyſius for Wealths ſake * and ['5] Plato iz like manner paſs d [3] Charybdis 
thrice for Sicilian Riches : Likewiſe [4] Ariſtippus the Cyrencan, [67] Heli- 
con of [7] Cyzicus, and hal Phyton, whez he fled away from [9g] Rhegium, 
ſo plung d themſelves in Dionylius's Treaſuries, that they had much ado to recover 
themſelves from thence. Moreover they ſay, that [10] Eudoxus the Cnidian, ha- 
ving made a Journey into Egypt, did openly confeſs that he came for Riches, and 
diſcours d with the King of the ſame. But not to traduce any more learned men, they 
report, that [11] Speulippus was ſo 3: love with Money, that he travelled into 
Macedonia #o [12] Caffander's Wedding, carrying along with him certain ſti- 
gid Toems, which he there recited to get Money. But as for me, Damis, T ſappoſe 
that @ wiſe man is in greater peril, than they that crofs the Sea, or go into t 
Wars 3 for envy attendeth hin both when he ſpeaks, and when he holds his peace 7

Wherefore hs 
bad need to be well guarded on every fide, and to know, ' that if a wiſe may be ovey- 
come with Sloth, or with Anger, or with Love, or with Drunkenneſs, or do ſome 
other unſeaſonable thing, he may perhaps have pardon * but if he ſubjet? bimfef fo 
Money, he is unpardonable, TERS 4s being obnoxious to all other Vices ; 
for that he would not be overcome with the Love of Money, if he were not likewiſe 
overcome with the. Love of his. Belly, of Apparel, of Wine, and of Wenching. _ But 
you are perhaps of opinion, that it is a leſs crime to offend at Babylon, than at 
Athens, or at Pythia, or at Olympia '- and conſider not, that to a wiſe than every 
place if Greece, Neither will he efteemt or think, any Countrey wild or barbarous, 

for as much 4s helives under the eyes of Vertne, and doth ſee indeed but « few men, 
but looks on them with « thouſand eyes.

Ignorance..and Impiety,' from which,.: Logick ſerved to purikie.it.: - 4/c;mpas,:; who gives 
us anexatExplanation of.the DialeFick; of Plato, ſays, that this Philoſopher (made uſe 
of Divifion., Definition; and InduCtion, : to. reſort to . the, fountain of the firſt Truth: 
Diviſion was/as aLadder, whereby to aſcend from things ſenſible*to things inteltſeQual 3 
Definition-was a way to,lead from things demonſtrated to_thoſe that were not ;. and Io- 
duCtion the means to find the Truth bythe: principle of Suppoſitions : for:by Diviſion. he 
came to Definition, as by Definition:to Induftion and Demonſtration. Moreover, it ap- 
pears by the Principles of the Logick of P/ato, which allow'd no Truth bur in'the Idea 's,. 
that his Schaol made profeflion of knowing.nothing ; becauſe men\ cannot judg; of fingle 
and individual Beings, bur by the Senſes, which are fallacious : So:that the. Diſciples ;of 
Plato placed all their Logick in.not believing any thing.too flightly, and-inreraining the 
entire Liberty of Judgment,-.among the Uncertainties which are found almoſt in every 
thing : In fine, , Upon that, great Maxim-of a general Incomprehenſibility: of. all things, 
was that Academy reform'd under Lacydes and Arcefilas, and the Set of the Scepticks jv 
Pyrrhonifts raiſed. As for Moral Philoſophy, -Plato brought it to greater perfection, up- 
on the Model that Socrates:had:left him : for by his Idea's which he gave to every thing 
as the univerſal Principle of Philoſophy, he raiſed all Vertues to their higheſt perfeCtion. 
In his Phearas he explains-the Nature of Moral Philoſophy, the end whereof is to purifie 
the Mind from the Errors of Imagination, by the Reflections that Philoſophy ſuggeſt -to 
him: However, the greateſt part of his Dialogues: are but good Diſcourſes without 
Principles, which nevertheleſs fail not to hit the Mark, and to inſtruCt intheir way ; for 
the Morals of this Philoſopher are full of Inſtructions, which always tend either to coun- 
tenance Vertue, or to diſcourage Vice : and that Morality is ſpread in-all his Diſcourſes, 
though there be nothing in it extraordinarily ſingular. Some pretend, that the Metamor- 
phoſis of Ap#leixs his golden Aſs, 1s.an Allegory of the Moral Philoſophy of Plato. Plats 
was the firſt that reCtified.the' Opinion of the Souls Immortality, which he learnt of So- 
crates, Socrates of Pythagoras, Pythagoras of the E IPtions, and the Egyptians ( as ſame 
will have it), of the Hebrews, by the means of Avreham,. whilſt he ſozourn'd in_Egypr. 
Plato made it the moſt important Principle'of Pagan Morality, thereby obliging men to 
, Vertue, out of hope of Reward, and fear of Puniſhment. His Doctrine had a tendency 
to that of the Sroicks; as appears by the Example of Antiochas of Aſcalon, who having 
been bred in his Academy, -afterwardsiturn'd Szo:ck. As for Natural Philoſophy, Plats 
hath hardly written any thing on this Subjeft, which he did not take from the Pyrhagore- 
«ns. Alſo for his Doctrine of Viſions, Spirits, and Intelligences, (in his Dialogues of Eps- 
zomie and Cratilas) he took it-from Pythagoras, and Zeng had it from Plato; as Lipfins 
writes. Apuleizs faith, that Plato.of all the ancient Philoſophers, hath diſcourſed beſt of 
God, Providence, Spirits, and divine matters. And it, muſt be granted, that he appears 
more knowing in that kind of Science, -than any of the reſt ; -but ſeeing he learnt of ;Py- 
thagoras, moſt part of what he delivers:on that Subject, it.is not ſafe to follow him. Ter- 
tallian faith, the Platoniſts as well as the Sroicks afſign'd eyen God- a Body. Gees 
: pca _ 
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ſpeaking of Plato's Opinion of the Immortality of the Soul, ſhews, that his Arguments 
prove the Immortality .of the Souls of Beaſts, as well as of Men, either of borh, ot 
none. Now touching this Philoſopher's Works, they are common, ; and -well known. 
There are ten Dialogues, wherein the. ſun of his Philoſophy is.comprehended ; for .his 
Writings are by way of Dialogue: and.in all theſe, we muſt diſtinguiſh betwixr Plato's 
proper Opinion, and the Opinion of others;- His own he lays down in the perſon of .$e- 
crates, Timeans, &c. Other mens Opinions he depoſites in the perſon of Gorgias, Protego- 
ras, Oc. Amongſt theſe Dialogues, ſome, are Logical, as his Gorgias, and Emrydemm : 
fome are Ethical, as his Memon, Entyphro, Philebas, and Crito : G 


ome are Political, as | 


his Laws and Commonwealth : ſomeare Phyſical, as his Ti:exs : and ſome are rayon! þ : 


ſical, as his Parmenides, and Sophiftra, which yet are not withour ſornewhat of Log 


His Epiſtles are by ſome thought ſpurious: as alſo the P/atonick Definitions adjoynd to .. 
his Works, arc ſuppoſed to be compiled by his Succeſſor Pſenppus. This great. Philoſo- * 


 Ppher Plato wasnot without his Detrators and Emulators, for fuch were Xenophon, Anti- 

fthenes, Arittippus, eAſchines, Pheds, Diogenes the Cynidh, and Molon.” Now by theſe 
Enemies of his, many ſcandalous Imputations were forged upon him ; as, that P!ars 
profeſt one thing, and practiſed another; thar he inordinately loved. Aﬀer, Dion, Phe- 
rus, Alexis, Agatho, and Archeanaſſa, a Curteſan of Colopho ; that he 'was a Calumnid- 
tor, envious, proud, and a glutronous lover of Figgs z that he was the. worſt, of Philofo-' 
phers ; a Paraſite to Tyrants; ard many other Accuſations alike improbable. How- 
ever, from hence the Comick Poets took occaſion to abuſe him: as did Theopemps?'in 
Autochare; Anaxandrides in Theſes ; Alex: in Meropide ; Cratylusin P eundobolymed, &c: 
ſee Laercins, Laſtly, As for his Diſciples and Friends, (who were call d Plaroni#ts, "of 


Academicks, from his own Name, and the Name of his School ) they were Speufſpper, © 


Xenocrates, Ariſtotle, Philippas, Heſtizas, Dion, Amyclat, Eraftns, Coriſcnr, Temolans, Eve* 
mon, Pirhon, Heraclides, Hippothales, Calippas, Demetrius, Heraclides of Pontus, Laſthents 
and Axiothia, two Women,  Theophraſtis, Hyperides, Lycurgus, Demoſthenes, Hnefiſtt#- 
7; Ariſtides a Locrian, Eudoxas a Cnitia, as, Hriratliodotals, Enphra-

rs; Trrelis; Cheron, Iſocrates, After, Phadras, Altxis, Agatho, Ariftonymus, Phormio, ard 
 Motdedinows : and many other of later Ages have been followers of his Do&trine: Catdi 
nal Biſerion, and Aearcilivs Ficinus,, made the 1:alians in Love with this Philoſophy of 
Plaro; the Hereſie of the Gnoſticks ſprung lit of this Aclemy ; Aprippe (as he hith- 
felf cotifeſſes) weakned his Spirit, by reading the Platonick Phufoſophy in rd 4 
clus, afid Pliſſns, Many of Plato's Difciptes gave thetnſtlyes to be butnt for the DoCtritis 
of their Maſter. Finally, All thar hath beeo written by the late P/arowfts nnder the 894 
way Emperors, carries no ſolid Charater. The moſt part. of the Greek, Fathers, who 
were almoſt all Plaromifts, are nor exatt in what they ſay of Angels and $5 rits, by r&a- 
fon of rthe-falſe Notions they imbibed in P!aro's School. He that would more of 
the Life and Doctrine of this Philoſopher, let him ſearch ſuch aricient Aurhors, as Lae#- 
ris, Tb: 3.” Apulcii Dogme, Plat: Skidat, Plutarch, Atlithnens; Cicero, eflian, Augpuſtint 
Civitaten Dei, cum Weris Ludoviei Viv. Porphyty, Val. Ffaxxinus, Enſebius, Joſephus, Clt- 
mens Alex ind.

| FroF Extbxys the Cuidian, was ( as Larrtins writes," 16,8; ) the Sort of Crd L 
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he was skill'd in Aſtrology, Geometry, Phyſick, and Law. His Geometry he learnt of 
Archytas ; his Phyſick of Phil;tion the Sicilian, as Calliimachw ſaith in his Tables; alſo 
Photon ( inſucceſſ.) writes, that he was a Diſciple of Plato's. When he was 23 years 
old, having a great deſire after Learning, and yet by reaſon of his poverty wanting 
wherewithal to purchaſe it, alſo much envying the glory of Socrates his Diſciples, .he tra- 
vell'd from his own Countrey Cnidxs ( one of the Cycladian Ifles) to Athens, there to 
learn Philoſophy, where after two months abede, he returned home again: And from 
thence, being ſupplied -with moneys through the bounty of his Friends, he afterwards 
travell'd into Egypt, in company of Chryſppmus the Phyfician, carrying along with him 
Letters of Recommendation from rar” A to Neftanabrs, by which means he was ad- 
mitted into the Converſe of their Prieſts, amongſt whom he continued the ſpace of x6 
months, where he wrote a Hiſtory, comprehending their Tranſactions the laſt 8 years, 
After this he return'd to Arhens, being follow'd by many Diſciples, and died inthe 53. 
year of his Age. Sec Laertize, lib. 8. | 

- [11] Spexſippme, wasan Athenian, born at Myrrhinus, ( which belong'd to the Pando- 
nian Tribe ) his Father named Exrymedon, his "Mother Porone, and Siſter to Plato. He 
was educated under his Uncle Plato, whoſe Neece's Daughter he married, having with 
her 30 Minz for a Portion, which Dony/s ſent her ; to which ſum Chio added a Talent. 
When Dion came to Athens, Spenſippns was his conſtant Companion, which he did by 
his Uncle Plato's Advice, to ſoften and divert the moroſe humour of Dion ;. whereupon 
Timon ( in Sills ) calls Pſexſippns a good Jeſter : Plat: Vit. Dion. The laſt: Voyage that 
Plato made into Sicily, Sar” accompanied him, and grew much into favour with 
the Citizens of Syracuſe, by reaſon of his free Behaviour. Afterwards Pſexſppxs at his 
return to Athens, inſtigated Dion ( who was there in Baniſhment ) to levy War-upon 
Diomſi#s, which accordingly he did with great ſucceſs, as have already ſhew'd in the 
Life of Dionyſius : upon this, when Don had recover'd S:cih, he beſtow d upon Spenſip- 
p#s his Countrey-houſe, which he had purchaſed at 4thens, as a reward for his good 
counſel, Now Plato dying in the firſt year of the x08** Olympiad, Theophilus being .Ar- 
chon, S, enſppus ſucceeded him in the School of his Academy, whom he follow'd alſo in 
his DoCctrine : he continued Maſter of this School 8 years, till at laſt being. very infirm, 
and diſabled by the Palfie, herelinquiſh'd it to Xenocrates. As for the profeſſion of Phi- 
lofophy which Spes/ippes made, it was the ſame with that of Plato. He firſt ( as Theods- 
r#s affirms) looked into the Community, and mutual afliſtance of Mathematical Diſci- 
plines, as Plato did into that of the Philoſophical. - He affirmed, that-the Mind was not 
the ſame either with good or oxe, but of. a peculiar nature, proper to it ſelf. And he ex- 
ated Money of his Diſciples, contrary to the cuftom of Pars. . For though he followed 
Plato in his Opinions, yer did he not imitate his Temper, Spexſppus being auſtere and cho- 
lerick, nor had ſo great command over his Pleaſures. In Anger he threw a Dog into a 
Well; ard indulging himſelf in Pleaſure, he went to Caſ/ander;'s Wedding in Macedonia : 
Laert. Philoftrat. He was likewiſe a great lover of Money, as Apolionixs here mentions, 
and alſo Laertixs ſaith the ſame. In ſo much, that ſome indifferent Poems which he had 
made, he limſclf.ſung publickly for profit. Theſe Vices, Diowſms writing to him, . de+, 
rides, ſaying, Plato took no money of bis Scholars, but you exatt it whether they: are willing 
or not ©: as is extant in Athenes Dipnoſ. lib. 12. ch. 24. He was-( as Timothens ſaith ). 
yery.infirm of Body, -in-ſo much thathe was fain tobe carried up and down the Academy 
ina kind of. running Chair. At length he died of grief, as Laertizs (lib: 4. ): affirms : 
whoelſewhere citing P/ztarch, in the Lives of Lyſaxder and Scylia, ſaith,: that Speuſppas 
died of the Phthiriafis; but there is no ſuch allege in Plutarch, as now extant. ly, 
Concerning his Writings, Phavorinss ( in the ſecond Book of - his Commentaries ) faith, 
that 4riſtorle paid three Talents for them. He wrote many things, chiefly in Philoſophy, 
as Commentaries and Dialogues ; whereof you -may ſce a large Collection .in Staxhy's 
Lives, out of Laertizs, Suidas, Plutarch, Apuleins, Stobens, and; Athenens...
